American ‘credibility damaged in Mideast’

AMMAN — Prime Minister Zaid Rifai said 
Wednesday he was shocked U.S. arms 
shipments to Iran and warned they had 
harmed Americaq credibility In the Middle 
East. 

"It was a very shocking 
devek^M&ent and a regrettable 
one,*' Mr. Rifai told the AP in an 
interview. 

"The explanations that are 
given are not convincaig and did a 
lot of damage to American 
ciedibfli^ in area,*' Mr. Riftd 
said.

Mr. Reagan denied n^ioTls that 
the arms were in trade for 
American hostages held by 
pio-lzaiiian groups in Lebanon, 
saymg th^ were mtended to help 
improve relations with Iran.

He said that the sale was "tbe.

American policy... and it was

WASHINGTON (R) President

Irreparable damage 


THE falfntated dbctosnre that U.S. companies have been 
given the green li^t to pnvide Iraq with a higb-tecfanoh^ 
compoter system does not go far enough to rectify the damage 
cansed by the disdosnre that the U.S. and other Weston 
Goontries bad been providing Iran with weapcms sinoe 19^ 
Hie damage we spoak of is that wfakh was dealt to U.S. 
credBiilhy and wisdom, as weD as to the cause of potting n 
end to the Iran-Imq war. 

We certainly reject the proposition that providing arms to 
the two sides in the Iran-lraq gnnfiigt is the right coarse of, 
action to take. How can a si^erpowa: equate tiie na^an 
which rejects aD appeals and proposals to end the war with 
the natimi whidi has accepted virtually every proposal put on 
the taMe? There is only we cemdoskw to draw firam the U.S.’ 
and other Western powers’ befaavioar vis-a-vis the Golf war. 
It is fliat the U.S.-led West does not want rtmt war to end in 
qrite of its high cost. 

One may coqjectnre why certain powers wonM like tins 
war betweoi two Islamic countries in the stmt^jc Gulf area 
to Gontinne, «ggw»»"e*y forever. It conld not be soMy the 
commercial aspects of the war whkfa attract the attention of 
the U.S. Certainly, the Isradi involvenier* in the just 
disc ov ered Washingtoo-Tehran connection is not purely 
co mmer cial in natnre. 

The brewin g political romance bdween the West and Iran 
has geopolitical consideration at heart. Perhaps this can be 
anderstood; but what we cannot nnderdand, and what we 
deplore is adtfing insult to iqjnry by oBiteing Id^ tedmok^ 
to Iraq id the same time as bmvy armament is bm^ diqqied 
dand cjtind y to Iran. 

In view of its protestatirais against the coatinoathm of tiie 
war, we wonld impe that the U.S. wooM at least distain from 
providing weiqKms to eidier side of the conflkl, or better stiD, 
to provide arms only to the side whidi is w ilKag to cooperate 
with the intenational community to end tiie war. But to 
provide weapons to both sides is the height of deceit in 
dqploaiacy. Whdevcar;geqpolttka^ctiiBidcratio^ 
has in dealing coverd^w^ Irani its dDies'fUid jjte 

rest of tiie world dm assnrra ti&t sach mdms vi^ not 
succeed. The way to attain geopolitical objectives in tiie Golf 
area is through straight and bona fide Healing with the 
countries the region.

ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 


AJ Ra"i: King describes peace conditions 


IN bis statements to a Scottish TV network King Hussein was keen 
to point out that peace in the Middle East is an integral part of 
world peace and that lack of stability in the Arab area represents a 
direat to the world’s security at large. Therefore, any party that 
impedes the establishment of peace in the Middle East is exerdgng 
a hostile attitude towards die world comm unity and its dreams and 
aspirations. For peace to be achieved, the I^g said, it must be 
based on justice and that the worid community should be involved 
in establishing it and m aintaining its momentum. The woiid 
oonununicy can be represented tiirongh the United Nations Security 
Council member states at an internatioDal conference that can find 
a lasting solution for the Arab-Israeli conflict. In tiie interview, tiie 
King reiterated Jordan’s condemnation of rdl forms of terrorist 
activity and all forms of hegemony and attempts for inqiosmg 
dominatioa on other nations. He also exprosed r^ret and 
disappointment over U.S. arms deals with Iran and described this 
devdopment as very serious and contradicting Washington's 
declared policy vis-a-vis Iran and other countries that condone 
terrorism. We see in Washington’s decision to sell arms to Iran as 
further evidence of the lack of credibility in America’s policies. We 
now believe that Washington is ready to sacrifice its values and 
principles for the sake of serving its own selfish interests even in so 
doing it causes harm to others. 


Al Dustour: King pledges support 


JORDAN’S firm Middle East policy was explained by King 
Hussein in an interview with a Scottish TV network. The monarch 
that there can be no peace in the Middle East regioii if Israel 
continues to occupy Arab land and that a peaceful settlement for 
the Arab-lsraeli conflict can be brought about only through an 
inteniational conference under United Nations auspices and with 
the participation of all concerned parties including the Palestinians. 
The King said that Jordan is committed to help the Arab people of 
Palestine «««»" their aqrirations and regain their rights because the 
Jordanian and Palestinian people are dosely linked, and the. 
occupied land is Arab territory that embodies the holy shrines. 
Jordan, as the lUng said will continue to extend bdp to the 
Palestinian people under Israeli rule to strengthen their steadfast- 
ness and enable them to preserve Arab identity in the occupied 
areas. In the interview. King Hussein also condemned ail forms of 
terrorism, but pointed out that reastance of occupation is tiie right 
of all oppressed people. 


Sawt AJ Sbaab: Violence breeds violence 


OVER the past 19 years Israel has been occupying Palestinian land 
in the West Bank and the Gaxa Strip ai^ treating the Arab 
population with the utmost cruelty and repressioD. The lat es t acts 
of terrorism and intimidatioD being exercised by Israel againgf die 
Arab population in tbe occuin^ territory is part of 
campaigns to subdue the indigenous inhabitants and end all forms 
of resistance to occupation. But it should be emphaased that 
violence is bound to breed violence and the Israelis are paving the 
way for reaping the fruit of their own evil-doing. It should also be 
said that tbe Arab inhabitants under Israeli rule have to 

resist all fonns of represrion and hold on to their land regardless of 
the ferocity of the repressive campaigns. The Arab population have 
no other ^teinaiivc except to stand test in the tece of tiie Israeli 
atrocities and remain rooted in their land.

Reagan’s secret ‘diplomacy’ backfires

Efforts to heal rift with Reagan leave Shultz’ future unclear

WASHINGTON — The adminis- 
tration is to heal a public 
breach between President 
'Reagan and Sec r et ary of State 
GecK^ Shultz over Iran poli^ 
but is leaving it unclear whether 
Shultz has considered reagning. 

Questions about Shultz’ future 
as Reagan’s principal foreign 
aff air s spokesman were raised by 
an extraordinary television inter- 
view on Sunday in ^riiich die 
secretary of state described as 
“debatable” Reagan’s dedsioa to 
send arms to Iran as a signal of 
good faith. 

Siultz also said his information 
about tbe secret contacts with 
Iran had been “fragmentaiy at 
best” and opposed further arms' 
shipments — but said he did not 
qrrek for tbe administration. 

Snoe he joined toe adnnnistra-' 
tion more than four yeas ago, it 
has been rare that Shultz, kno^ 
to be a loyal team player, has ^lit 
publidy Rei^gan on an im- 
portant foreign poli^ issue.

South Lebanon’s Sidonrthe eye of the storm

SIDON — “In Skiou, even toe 
bastards are happy.” Ihus spoke a 
senior member of the Fbpular- 
Nasserite Organisation in Sidon, 
oeatly summing up the unique 
position tiiat the cap^ of soutii 
Lebanon still holds — it is virtually 
the only area in Lebanon, albeit 
limited, u^ie some principles of 

democratic SeCulaiisOl maintain. 
It is still true of Sidon that political 
solutions can be found for political 
problems, wtareas outside tiiat 
“canton” it is impossible to 
achieve any semblance of 
inter-communal balance without a 
developed sensitiviiy towards 
confessional demands.

Fust, in the Christian villages 
east of Sidon some 12,000 of toe 
original 60JKX) inhabitants have 
returned after having been driven' 
from their homes last year. Their 
rejection of the border 
strip/Jezzine “canton” as a 
solution to their problem 
represents a significant nationalist 
statement. However, if the 
fighting around Qrayah, 
Jmsnayab Ain Dflb turns 
these Christian villages into a 
frontline between Amal and the 
Palestinians, the position of 
villagers will become untenable 
and they could lead an exodus of 
Christians from both Sidra town 
and toe other vilh^es to Jerzine, 
want of any otoef altemative.

Ibe tiiixd, and perhaps most 
critical factor detenniaii^ Sdoo’s 
future well-being is the contmued 
preeminaice of Mustapha Saad as 
qiiritual and political leader in 
Sidra. It is strange that a Sunni 
Muslim leader, hardly a 
crafesskm tiiat enje^ ascendancy 
in Lebanon at toe momeDt, and 
head of a rag-tag militia should be 
central to mamtaming Qm Status 
quo in Sidra. Yet for the time 
being, local analysts see all 
polito^ interests oonveiging in 
Must^ifaa Saad as head of tbe 
Popular Nasserite Organisation 
for the following reasons.

..AMMAN^-i^^lld Armnafl, those 
duttered quarters clinibuig the 
hills aurrounding tiie downtown 
area, retain not only the grace and 
diarni of a prospeious merchant 
town bill also incorporate tte 
utilities of a pre-automobUe 
— a time of tranquility in which 
life moved at a careful, measured 
pace. There is no fitter indicatioo 
of this DOW forgotten age than the 
hundreds of stairs which rise 
systematically over the crowded 

mftiin»ainsidei8 

Iheir variety Is as great u& their 
number. Some imposing stairs 
lead direetiy upwards, cutting 
straight through the hillside and 
may consist of more than a 
hundred steps. Others flow, 
river-1^ , from hfll peaks, twisting 
through crowded banks of 
buikU^. Many are private, short 
groups of stqis leadi^ abruptly to 
an aged rusted iron gate or a 
powerful wooden front door. 

There is no estimate of the

Traditionally, tte steps linked 
the urban quarters highm' on the 
faiUride wife the central business 
district on the valley floor below, 
vertically connecting the 
horizontal road network. Jabal 
Weibdeh. Jabal Amman and the 
Citadel cod of Jabal HusMin,eacb 
have extwive networks of stain 
capable of quickly pouring early 
morning workers into their 
respective shops and offices 
belw. 

The stairs tiiemfelves grew, out 
of donkey tracks of a still earlier 
era of Amman. The trails were 
used to feny milk, eggs, diarcoal 
and other daily household 
necessities from the dowiMwa 
market. Gradually the stain were 
buih, enhancing ease of access 



between tte two levels. Closer to 
the older areas, stain are often 
stone slabs broadly laio across the 
hiUsjde.'Newustate are concrete. 
Both jujp.jq^ end worn by 

iniUioDS4]f st^ ; the stone 
weathers slowly in the centre first 
forming time-honoured dips or 
depressions bowing to the passing 
of the years. Concrete rumbles off 
in diuncfcs, each segment rolling 
away to the ground below leaving 
a scarred, and sometimes 
dangerous step behind. 

Is this extensive network of 
arteries abandmied? Absolutely 
not. Early in the morning comes 
the fint wave of commuters, 
worken who stumble off the 
service taxi and walk swiftly down 
the stairs to their awaiting 
woikshops dotted throughout the 
coaunerrial district When the sun 
is hitler, oeatiydressed shop girls 
followed by bustfing clerks and 
itiump bank workers meander to 
tteir<rffioes, stragglers rushing out 
of the sendee taxi behind them. 
Later stOI come the housewives 
armed widi plastic shoppn^ ^**9' 

Peddlers line the edges of Uie 
lower stairways diq)layhig small 
suitoaaes padM with cfaetqr Hong 
Kong watches, brushes, so^ and 
sometimes even exotic Indian 
perfume. Others sell louDd kaik 
piled into hi^ triSD^es and one 
dderiy stands at the foot <rf a 

central downtown stairway every 
day with a tray of coconut and 
sweets, probably made • 
tte night before by an elderly wife. 


strewn with jasmsie tumbling over 
rusted ixDQ ^tes. Its 87 perilous 
steps lead to a still lovrer road and 
thus to the Kalha steps and 
downtown. The OaraJ Kai/m. 
(named after a nearby shop) 
looses the tranquility of the higher 
st^ of residential Wefodefa. It 
wi^ past small tixips, street 
peddlers, food vendors and at the 
lower end where the stairs tumble 
unknowing pedestrians into the 
heart of downtown, a now rather 
shabby hotel. 

A maze of steps from Martasm 
Street connects Prince 
Mohanunad Street with the First 
Circle. Houses below the jt»d 
level are entered tluough rough, 
hewn cement stairs. Those of 
gr eate r consequorce and width- 
Imk the two main roads, whilst 
smaller lea proud stairs climb 
uphill into densely crowded 
retodential quartms. These are 
st^ of anq)le soiprise. almost 
ioDOssflrfe lo follow, a turn here, a 
tributary there, through an 
imposiag gate wav and ending 
after a stert swift efimb in a 
narrow street of magnificeat, yet 


faded, villas.

By tiling a stock, a person 
might look at the most recent 
economic business mirror, but it 
is just as important not to wait 
until tbe friture is here. 

People say they want to see a 
ligh t at tbe end of tbe investment 
tunnel but sometime tiiey wait 
until they are out of the tunnel 
and that is often too late. 

Too qnkk to escape: 

Some investors are too slow to 
get out of an investment while 
otl^ do it too fast. litany stock 
owners panic at tbe first sign of 
trouble at a firm. They seU too 
fast canting a deterioration in tbe 
stock price. 

If toe problem reflects an 
industry-wide deterioration you 
should care^ly consider if any 


sii^e firm has a chance of pulling 
out of trouble. It seems that 
investors reaa too fast to todays' 
headlines. 

Unrealistic expectations: 

“Undiscovered rare opportuni- 
ties” are not limited and can be 
easily detected in the stock mar- 
ket especially when a stock price 
seems unreasonably low pric^ or 
its return is extraordinary high. 
There is usually a reason and it 
often means there is a hidden 
risk. Rumours are usually worth 
every minate of your time to hear 
them and weigh them realistical- 

ly- 

KnowledgeaUe investment: 

The AFM is full of experts in 
many industries. They Imow as 
much or more about toe industry, 
its suppliers, its customers and its 


business more than the financial 
maricet analysts or brokers. 

Yet, people invest in stocks 
and shares because they hear hot 
rumours about company without 
acquiring deep insist into its 
activities. 

Setting goals: 

Unless you have a precise 
objective, it is hard to know how 
much money you will be investing 
in the finandal tools. Those who 
need fiinds in tbe short terni 
should not lock themselves into 
an investment or they will end up 
liquidating their investment at a 
“selling*’ price which is mudi 
lower than a “buying prito" 
thereby incurring a loss, esp>ecial- 
ly when the finandal market is in 
the stage of recession. 

Coordinating investment with 
antidpated needs for funds is a 
priority task for any investor.

“Contadora support group” of 
Argentina, Brad, Peru and Uru- 
guay. 

They also met with envoys of 
the fiw Central Amreican na- 
tions: Costa Rica, El Salvador, 
Honduras and hficaragua. 

Alvaro Desoto, special asas- 
tant to Mr. Perez de Cuellar, tokf 
reporters after the meetings that 
it was the first time the two 
secretaries-general have marfe a 
Joint initiative. 

He called it an “ofiier of ser- 
vices and peaoefril arsenal of 
means which both organisations 
have at their disposal.” He said 
the services induded peacekeep- 
ing forces, monitors for border 
activities, military activities or 
elections, and coordination of 
economic or soda! aid.

armamenL” 

The article accused Bonn, Lon- 
don and Paris of opposing foe 
establishment of a nuclear-firee 
Europe by pled^ng to maintain 
nuclear weapons on their soil. 

West Germany, with Chancel- 
lor Helmot Kofal to the fore, was 
one of foe main organisers of 
resistance to reaching agree- 
ments, Pravda said. 

“He (Kohl) quickly announced 
foal nudear disarmament would 
make a WOT in Europe ‘^possible 
and probable” again. 

“The impression has been cre- 
ated that West German militar- 
ism, apparently, has not ^en up 
as a job its secret dream of 
finding some way or other of 
mastering a means of mass des- 
truction,” it added. 

Soviet Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Gennady Gerarimov 
attached the ruling West German 
Christian Democratic Union and 
Christian Social Union parties 
Tuesday, saying their programme 
for foe January elections created 
<^)stades to peace. 

Moscow blames foe failure to 
re-tch major accords at the sum- 
Diit between Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbadiev and U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan on 
Washingtion's plans to develop 
its Strategic Defence Initiative 
(SDI) space defence programme.

Amnesty says prisoners 
tortured in Afghanistan 


LONDON (R) — The London- 
based bnman rights group 
Amnesty Inteinatioi^ said in a 
report published Wednesday that 
Soviet ofGdals are im}rficated in 
foe torture of suspected goyern- 
ment opponents in Afebanistan. 

The rqxMt, entitled “Afehanis- 
tan - torture of political prbon- 
ers*', said Amnesty collected 
aocounts of physical abase by 
A^^ban anthofities, indndnigse- 
vere beatings and electric sfan±5, 
from fbnner political prisoners in 
canle. 

Amnesty said it had leanit foat 
sodi practices had oontinoed this 
year. 

According to the ex-prisoners, 
Soviet personnel were present 
during torture sessions. 

The report said the K^ml gov- 
ernment had not responded to 
the allegations and an A^ian 
embassy official in London con- 
tacted by Reuters refused to oom- 
meot. 

The Amnesty report said: 
**niere are oonsisteiit accounts of 
foe complicity of Soviet person- 
nel dnoogh their presence during 
interrogation under torture.” 

One prisoner quoted in the 
report said: “My interrogator was 
an Af^an but very often be was 
joined by an interpreter and a 
Soriet... I was never tortured by 
Soviets but 1 saw many Soviets in 
rooms where torture was taking 
place.” 

Another said: “1 got electric 
shocks from a temporary torture 
machine made out of th^ vehi- 
cle batteries. They were con- 
nected to each other and from 


them I had wires to my ears, toes 
and fingers. This electric shock 
tortures J got some 20 times and 
sometimes the Soviets gave 
orders for tins torture.” 

Most reports of torture related 
to held by tiie Ehad state 

infonnatioa service in two Kabul 
interrogationi centres. 

Amnesty said it had also re- 
emved accounts from people tor- 
tured in Khad centres outside the 
ca|»tal as well as in prisons and 
military posts. 

Some of those torture were 
involved in opposition groups and 
others were taJeen into custody 
after denunciation or because 
they were related to known oppo- 
nents of the government, it said. 

Others were held on lesser 
charges such as having opposition 
leaflets or trying to cross the 
border. 

Government and police offi- 
cials, teachers, students, 
businessmen, shopkeepers and 
private sector en^loyees were 
among those reported to have 
been tortured a^ many of foe 
victims were women, tbe report 
said. 

It said prisoners reported being 
beaten for op to an boor every 
day. Many said they were dep- 
rii^ of sleep, made to stand to 
tong periods, exposed to the son 
or forced to stand in snow or 
water. 

Prisoners received electric 
shocks to senritive parts of tfaor 
bodies, were burned with 
dgatettes and had their hair torn 
out, according to foe rqiort.

Pope tells Catholics to be 
loyal to Bangladesh 


DHAKA (R) — Pope John Paul 
arrived in Banglad^ Wednes- 
day at the start of a maiatiion 
six-natioii tour and told its tiny 
Roman Catholic nnnoriQr tii^ 
must deanonstrate fodr all^iaiioe 
to foe predominantly Muslim 
country. 

Tte Pope went straigbt from 
foe airport, afto aniviiig on an 
ovend^ flight from Rome, to 
celdnate mass at a neart^ sta- 
diam witfa around ^,000 

people. 

He said in bis hmiifly that die 
Cadnlic Qniicfa, whose members 
make up less fou 0.2 per cent of 
die 100 milKon pc^mlatioo, most 
“build ^ and streo^diea die 
bonds of b ffo tl w r ltood, freedom, 
harmony and justice throughout 
die ent ir e national communi^.*’ 

He said Catholics, iriiose faifo 
is often seen as a fo^gn ret^jon 
here, must show MimBins and 
others that dietr Christianity “far 
from weakening your sense of 
pride in your homeland and your 
love fr» her, helps you to priw 
and respect foe cultnie and herit- 
age of Ban^adesh.” 

The Pope said the Catholic 
Church was committed to dia- 
logue and collaboration with peo- 
ple of good will in every reli^on. 

He added: “Sometimes ^ist- 
iaos and Muslims fear and dis- 
trust one another as a resnit of 
past fflimaiefstandiag and con- 
flict. This is also true in Bang- 
ladesh. Everyone, especialiy the 
young, must leam alwajis to re- 
spect one another’s religious be- 
lief and defend fre e dom of reli- 
gion...” 

Catholic sources in Bangladesh 
say foe influence of Island frm- 
damentalism in tiiis country has 
caused some anti-Quistian pre- 
judice and discriinination. 

The Pope appeared duiiDg his 
cmeriay visit hm to be trying to 


promote the local church's efforts 
to be absorbed into WaitgiaA»«iri 
culture. 

The mass had a strongly local 
flavour witii some of the service 
conducted in WangaK. 

Despite its minority position 
local Catholic officiab say tiieir- 
dinicfa is dynamic and tiuiving.- 
Vatican sources said the Pope

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Liberal FDP seeks 
to stop Kohl landslide 


BONN (R) — West Geimany’s 
Fim Democrats (FDF) bold tii^ 
last pre-election congress on Fri- 
day look^ for ways to stop a 
conservative landslide on Jan. 23 
that could relegate them to 
opposition for the first time since 
1969. 

The Liberal FDP wish their 
conservative coalition partners 
well in the general election* but 
not so well foat foe next govern- 
ment aright be formed withont 
FDP support. 

Political commentators expect 
the two-day congress in A&inz 
will assert foe liberals' separate 
identity to remind voters that a 
moderate force is needed in Bonn 
to put le^lative brakes on foe 
right. 

Because of a finely balanced 
political system. West Germany 
has elected just one snigle-party 
government in four decades. As a 
forect consequeiice, foe FDP has 
long enjoyed a longmak^s role 
in B^onn for outweighing its mod- 
est eigfat-per cent average share 
of foe vote. 

But wifo a popular tide sweep- 
ii^ Chancellor Helmut Kohl’s 
conservatives on to a possible 
overall majority, the tiberals sud- 
denly face the prospect of losii^ 
their coty position. 

An opinion poll published tiiis 
week showed the main o|^?ositioo 
Social Democratic (SPD) Party 
had slumped to jnst 35 per cent 
support, dealing the way for an 
outright majority by foe con- 
servatives, now p refe r red by SO 
per cent of voters. 


The poll forecast the FDP will 
win its wqifti eigh t per cent ahead 
of foe environment Greens vdth 
sbe per cent. 

A result on these lines would 
leave the FDP, paity of Foreign 
NCnister Hans-Dieti^ Gcusdier 
and Economics NCnister Martin 

Rangemann, diaring the OppOSi- 

tioD benches with Social Demo* 
oats and Greens. 

FDP General Secretary Hel- 
mut TTa twamann has already writ- 
ten to party branches wanting of 
foe posalriihy of a dean smep by 
Mr, Krt's Christian Democrats 
(CDU) and their Bavarian 
Oirisfian Socul (CSU) rister par- 
ty.

The three art works, worth about $220,000, were, 
stolen firenm a Roman amphitheauv; in Pozzuoli near Naples, 
from the VUla Adriana at Tivoti just outside Rome and from a 
monument in Caseita, soutfaem Italy.
